Gauadalajara has been selected as 
headquarters for the campaign against

\vancing southward through Sinaloa. 
General Lazaro Cardenas has been 
lappointed supreme commander of all 
\federal forces in the states of Ja- 
lisco, Guanajuato and Michoacan. 
These troops were being concentrated 
at Guadalajara, 

As in a game of checkers Secretary 
Calles has. been moving various fed- 
eral troops about and so adroit and 
rapid have been his actions that the 
rebels have had no time to concen- 
trate anywhere except in the extreme 
northwest. When the rebellion in 
the state of Vera Cruz appeared in 
the most serious phase several days 
ago, he hurled the bulk of his loyal 
troops into that region. 

Meanwhile Monterey fell. but with- 
‘in 24 hours a federal column had 
covered most of the distance from 
Tampico and another strong column 
'of federal troops was already en route 
north of Mexico City. The rebellion 
Vera Cruz showed signs of col- 
‘lapse and part of the federal forces 
were withdrawn for service, in~ the 
north. 

Rather than be caught in an en- 
circling move of these and other fed- 
erals advancing from Piedras Neo- 
ras and Matamoros, General Gon- 
galo Escobar abandoned Monterey, 
/which he had held for only two days. 

His precipitate withdrawal, which 
the government says has not stopped 
yet and may not until he finds safety 
the border, left the federals free 
ite. concentrate on the Sonora insur- 
igents. who constituted the sole re- 
q | maining threat.

TOBE SOLD BY BRITS 


In Museum Since 1810, ‘The 
Portland Vase” Has 
. Lengthy History. 


London, March 7.—(#)—One of the 
world’s most famous antiques, a Ro- 
man glass cimerary urn known as 
“the Portland Vase,” which has been 
on loan from the Portland family in 
the British museum since 1810, is to 
be offered for sale. 


The vase, which is supposed to date 
from the first century of the Roman 
empire, was bought in 1770 by Eng- 
land’s representative in Rome, Sir 
William Hamilton, for a_ thousand 
guineas. He sold it to the duchess 
of Portland. In 1845 a lunatie smasb- 
ed it and thereafter it was exhibited 
under guard in a special room of 
the museum. 


Announcement that the vase would 
be sold came as a surprise to Brit- 
ish antiquarians, classicists, art lov- 
ers and a considerable section of the 
general public. Unless it is bought 
for the nation it will be auctioned in 
May and undoubtedly will realize a 
fabulous price. 


In the event it reaches the auction 
rooms it is generally regarded as a 
certainty that it will be lost to Brit- 
ish as it was to Italy in the eighteenth 
century.

ROAD REORCANZATON 
iLL TOBE SUBMITED 


Creation of Debenture Sys- 
tem Included in Wesley 
Walker’s Plan. 


Reorganization of the state high- 
way department and the creation of 


a debenture system anticipating gaso- 
line tax revenue that will total $75,- 
000,000 to be used for goad construc- 
tion, will be provided in a bill to, be 
introduced in the legislature at its 
session this summer by Wesley R. 
Walker, representative from Ben Hill 
county, he announced Thursday. 


Under the proposed bill, a_ state 
highway board consisting of nine mem- 
bers, one from each of the present 
road districts of the highway depart- 
ment, would be created. This board 
would have full charge of carrying out 
the state road building program just 
as the state board of education directs 
the affairs of the school department. 


The bill provides that the legisla- 
ture shall have authority to fix a tax 
on gasoline and gasoline substitutes, 
oils and other motor fuels which shall 
be no higher than the present rate of 
taxation. This money would be known 
as the state road tax fund and would 


be used for no other purpose than for 
building and maintaining a state roed 
system. 

Representative Walker's bill will 
provide that the governor, the secre- 
tary of state and the treasurer shall 
have full authority to issue debentures 
or certificates of debt against the 
state road tax fund aggregating $75,- 
000,000 at a rate of not more than 5 
per cent and to run not longer than 
20 vears. 

The bill provides that this money 
shall be credited to the state highway . 
department as reorganized. It pro- 
vides that there ghall be no matching 
of state funds by~counties and also 
provides that counties that have 
matched state funds shall he paid back 
such money under a plan to be adopt- 
ed by the highway board. 

The bill is a constitutional amend- 
ment and will be submitted by Repre- 
sentative Walker at the next session 
of the general assembly.
